T do not think so and looking to 
the near future it is my highly per­ 
sonal opinion that such a clash will 
occur only lf the large powers of 
this hemisphere allow it 
“I do not believe that the present 
dispute between Bolivia and Para­ 
guay will be allowed to proceed to 
the extremity of war.”

takea aa I ta teat almost an entire 
book of the Bible and the one- 
chapter book. Philemon, is notable 
for the personal 
nature of the 
matter with which It deair. 
As 
b u redly It 
provides an 
excellent 
text for the present lesson in its 
revelation of Paul's spirit. 
Here wae a delicate situation— 
one that tried out the Christian 
spirit and (rood judgment of a 
aum In relation to his friends and 
fellow Christiana 
There was a 
question of possible injustice at 
•taka and that in two directions. 
Paul was writing to the master. 
Philemon, whore slave, Oneslmus, 
had run away. Slaves were at that 
time a# much 
property as any 
other property. S lav ery was an es­ 
tablished 
Institution, 
and 
it 
is 
quite possible that except In rare 
circumstances these early Christ­ 
ians were not freer-minded and 
more generous in relation to their 
property 
than 
are 
professing 
Christians of a later age. Touch a 
man on his property rights and 
hi» Christian sentiments and prin­ 
ciples are apt to vanish, or to be 
rather seriously 
eclipsed, 
unless 
he be a remarkably good and de­ 
voted Christian. 


A 
D eficata 
M atter 
Philemon may have been deeply 
aggrieved because his slave ran 
away and quite ready to resent 
any disposition even on the part 
of a Christian teacher to tell him 
what he ought to do with his own 
property. 
On the 
other 
hand. 
On est in us could hardly have been 
quite happy and satisfied, or he 
would not have run away. 
Al­ 
though he had become a Christ­ 
ian, probably after hia flight and 
hie contact with Paul he might 
have been equally ready to resent 
Paul's suggestion that he should 
return to his bondage. 
Paul had a very delicate matter 
to deal with from every stand­ 
point. 
Note carefully how Paul 
handled tho situation. 
First of all 
observe his method. 
He 
might 
have 
used 
authority 
and 
the 
method of assertion. 
He might 
have preached Philemon a sermon 
on slaver)’, and perhaps have ex­ 
pressed some 
scathing 
comment 
upoa the lack of real Christianity 
of a professing Christian who kept 
another Christian disciple In bond­ 
age. 
But Paul waves aside any such 
privilege or temptation and, while 
he suggests 
to 
Philemon 
that 
there is a certain principle of au­ 
thority In the matter, he puts his 
appeal entirely upon the basis of 
love. That at the very outset was 
scoring a point. It is strange that 
men will not learn that lesson, but 
the approach of love is the strong­ 
est approach that men can make 
la getting things accomplished. 
In the next place Paul reveals 
the spirit of a true Christian de­ 
mocracy. 
Ha manifests the very 
thing upon which ha wants both 
Philemon and Oneslmus to act by

as a master and as a Christian, 
and Onesimus, on the other hand, 
has certain obligations as a shive 
and as a Christian. 
Paul 
indi­ 
cates to each th at he is not dis­ 
regarding these responsibilities. 
He is willing to assume, him ­ 
self, any financial debt th at Onesi­ 
mus had incurred in relation to 
Philemon. 
It is one thing to say 
to a man that he should forgive 
another a 
debt, 
but 
quite 
an­ 
other thing to say that 
if the 
debt has to be paid, one will pay 
it oneself. 
There aie many peo­ 
ple who can be idealistic without 


confidence that Philemon will ful­ 
fill his hopes and expectations he 
is making a profound spiritual In­ 
vestment. 
Such

not always turn out well.

THE BOLIVIA-PARAGUAY DISPUTE 


REASON TO REJOICE 


The great progressive and expanding southwest 
has at last received the impetus so long expected, at 
least so far as Congress is concerned in the passage 
of the Boulder Dam measure, which needs now only 
to be agreed to in the House which it has already 
passed. 
California w’ll receive a total of 4,400,000 acre 
feet of water from the Colorado. 
The passage of 
the measure means protection from floods to the 
people of imperial Valley, and will remove the 
menace of destruction of that great and wonderful 
agricultural section. 
It will mean a new domestic 
water supply for Southern California cities includ­ 
ing Los Angeles, and will in time set free the water 
now so used, for irrigation purposes. 
As a part of the bill the All-American canal is 
provided for which will remove the danger and 
annoyance now suffered by Imperial Valley incident 
to their water supply coming through foreign terri­ 
tory. 
Provision is made for reimbursement of the United 
States for the cost of the dam, from the sale of 
power. 
Contracts from the sale of power sufficient 
to pay the cost within fifty years must be in hand 
before the dam is begun. 
Private companies no 
doubt will bid against the public, for this contract 
will be in the hands of the government. 
Los An­ 
geles and other cities which need the power will 
no doubt bid for it and we will probably see « real 
contest between the power companies and the public. 
However these minor questions may be settled. 
the great victory has been won and the waste of 
water so sorely needed will stop. 
About ten years is the estimate of the time neces­ 
sary to complete the dam, the aqueduct and the new 
canal and in about the year 1938 we should see 
the Colorado river blessing the southwest with a 
fourfold blessing, control of floods, new irrigation, 
domestic water, and power for industrial and agri­ 
cultural development. 
The beneficial effects of the coming of this water 
is almost impossible to estimate. 
Security in the 
valley means new capital and increased opportunity 
for labor, on those rich alluvial lands. 
Security 
of domestic water means the coming of untold thou­ 
sands to this playground of the world. 
Increased 
water for irrigation means the bringing into culti­ 
vation of hundreds of thousands of açres now desert, 
which will blossom as the rose. 
Increase of power 
will furnish the means of employment of billions 
of capital and hundreds of thousands of laborers. 
The one greatest forward step in the history 
of this southland has been taken, and the wealth 
which it promires will reach all classes and di­ 
visions of men. 
AH honor should he given to the men whose 
names this measure bcanu ^

T IC AERONAUTIC CONFERENCE 


We should call it a tempest in a tea pot, this 
strained situation between Bolivia and Paraguay, 
were it not for its possible complications with the 
other countries of South America. 
Both Bolivia 
and Paraguay are small and inconsequential states. 
Neither of them have a mile of sea coast, and no 
access to the sea. 
While they are contiguous to 
each other, a great arid plain half as big as the 
state of California lies between them. 
Much of this 
desert has never been explored, and is inhabited 
by a 
few desert trikes. 
To get at each other is 
impossible, either by sea or land. 
To get from the 
capital of Bolivia to the capital of Paraguay, re­ 
quires a journey as far as from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Coast in the United States. 
The whole controversy and the shout of war be­ 
tween 
these two states 
appears to be ridiculous. 
But we recall the conflagration started in the world 
when the Austrian archduke was shot in a little 
Bosnian town in 1914. 
Localized, it was only a 
petty affair to be settled between Austria and the 
powerless state of Serbia. 
But its involvements 
sucked into the conflict practically all the great gâ­ 
tions of the world. 
So it may be with this seem­ 
ingly unimportant controversy. 
There is none too 
good a feeling between Chile and Peru over die 
Tacna-Arica boundary matter. 
In other parts of 
South America the boundary lines are in dispute, 
and the only reason they have not been pressed is 
due to the fact that the boundaries exist in unex­ 
plored wilds, and are difficult to determine. 
In 
one particular place, the boundaries of Ecuador, 
Brazil, Columbia, and Peru are involved. 
A rifle 
shot on these bounds fired by some irresponsible 
soldier of any of these governments might well pre­ 
cipitate a conflict which would shake the whole of 
South America. 
Though these South American 
states all have a common origin and tradition, they 
are all jealous of each other, and do not love each 
other over much. 
The present dispute between Bolivia and Para­ 
guay started when some irresponsible parties ex­ 
changed shots along the wilderness boundary line 
between the two states. 
National pride and the 
jingo spirit, which marks pretty much all countries, 
were immediately stirred. 
Fortunately the Pan- 
American Conference is in session in Washington, 
and steps have already been taken to calm what 
seems to be this tempest in, a teapot, but which has 
all the possibility of far-reaching complications. 
It may be noted that Bolivian bonds dropped 
over ten points on the New York stock exchange 
when the mob in La Paz, the capital of Bolivia, 
shouted for war with Paraguay before the presi­ 
dential palace.

THEODORE ROBERTS LEAVES THE 
WORLD STAGE 


“Yessir Thats My Baby!” 


There is in session at Washington, an unusually 
notable gathering—the International Civil Confer­ 
ence on Aeronautics. 
Delegates from forty nations 
are present. 
It is notable because it meets to advance the 
civil and not the military uses of the aeroplane and 
because it is a meeting of those experts interested 
in the most spectacular and rapid progress of any 
newly established science or art. 
It is just twenty-five years ago on December 17th 
that Orville and Wilbur Wright demonstrated that 
a heavier than air machine could raise itself and 
sustain a flight carrying a man. Orville Wright was 
present, and it must have been with a supreme 
satisfaction which comes to very few men not only 
to hear his and his brother’s work eulogized but to 
realize that here the nations of the earth are gath­ 
ered in the interest of so recent and so great a 
blessing to mankind which he and his brother did 
so much to promote. 
President Coolidge opened the conference, and in 
his address traced the history of aviation both in 
prophecy and accomplishment to centuries before 
the Christian era. 
In two years, he said, the 
value of the aeronautic industry in the United 
States has increased from $5,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000, and regular airplane routes extend 15,500 
miles with plans to extend them to South America. 
The Secretary of Commerce called attention to 
the records made by aeroplanes. 
Endurance—65 
hours, altitude— more than seven miles, and speed— 
318 miles per hour. 
This has been accomplished 
in 25 years. To illustrate further the amazing rapid­ 
ity of progress, the following quotation from the 
president’s address will serve: 
“In May of 1912 between Washington and 
New York the first regular route was estab­ 
lished. This service has been rapidly extend­ 
ed, until now we have more than twenty-two 
mail routes with a daily mileage of nearly 31,000 
miles. 
The air-mail poundage for January 
1926, was 23,000 pounds. 
In October this 
year 467,422 pounds were carried, as compared 
with 423.838 in the previous month. 
Reduc­ 
tion in the postal rates last July doubled the 
amount carried inside of thirty days.” 
No one may safely set a limit to the accomp­ 
lishments or usefulness of the science or art of 
aviation for it is still only 25 years old. 
But it is 
certain that international good will and brother­ 
hood of men will be increased and more thorough­ 
ly established by being brought closer together 
when regular passenger service has been established 
between all the nations of the earth. Then will the 
prophetic vision of Lord Tennyson written in 4842 
» Locksley Hall have a wonderful fulfillment. 
“For I dipt into the future at far as human 
eye could see, 
Saw the visions of the world and all the won­ 
der that would be; 
Saw flus heavens fill with commerce, argosies 
«f magic sails. 
Plots of the purple twilight, dropping down 
with costly tales." 


Theodore Roberts, actor, passed away peacefully 
in his sleep yesterday at the age of sixty-seven 
years. Known as the "grand old man of the screen” 
he has fully lived up to his title in these last few 
years when he has been suffering with bodily ills. 
Two years ago he suffered a stroke of paralysis. 
As soon as he was well enough he went on the road 
in “The Man higher Up,” a one-act play which he 
made famous, playing his part, while he was still 
convalescing, from a wheel chair. 
Theodore Roberts’ fans extended beyond the reg­ 
ular picture public. 
There were those who seldom 
went to picture shows who enjoyed seeing Theodore 
Roberts and will remember seeing him with pangs 
of regret that he will create no more.

THE LOVE OF STANDING STILL 
"Law," said Sir Henry Maine, "rests not on contract but on 
status." 
The first purpose of government was not to secure Justice, 
but to prevent change. 
Self-preservation Is the first instinct, and people early found 
out that the safest thing is always to go along precisely as they 
had been going along. 
Hence the young man Is shocked to discover, when ho starts 
out to reform the world, that the one thing the mats of men 
do not want ie to be reformed. 
That is why civilizations get stuck, halt and disintegrate. 
Stagnation Is the rule of the world and progress the exception, says 
Walter Bagehot. 
When men have worked out a kind government or of belief 
or conduct, any kind, they exclaim: "Don’t touch It! 
It may bo 
poor, but Ifs better than none, and if you try to better It 
you may break It." 
In early history originality was a crime. A man that proposed 
to tinker with the government, or improve the accepted religion, 
was hung as a traitor or roasted as a heretic. 
Every improvement in the condition of mankind has been 
fiercely reeisted. 
Toleration is a very late discovery. 
It was unknown to tho 
ancients, and ranked wtih obscenity. 
Eyen today we can hardly understand any public question 
until we reduce It from reason to prejudice. 
Even patriotism, 
conceived as a noble living tor the common good, is snooted at 
as a thin Idealism. 
Precedent, prejudice and partisanship, con­ 
found all our judgments. 
We snarlingly resist the idea of using a careful study of 
facts, or any sort of scientific accuracy for our foundations, and 
stumble proudly along, sticking stubbornly to habits of thought 
and nil our other beloved idiocies. 
We love dirt, physical, mental moral. 
It’s so picturesque! 
The hottest resentment of the race is toward those who would 
wash Its ears. 
In a way the continuity and solidarity of society are due to 
Its inertia.

But, after alb they are Ute flywheel of 
society. 
There may be something wrong with what we always have 
done, but a t least we know what the wrong Is.

SATIRE—GOOD AND BAD 
A nation should appreciate 
Its 
satiriste. 
The satirist gets much of his re­ 
ward in the gay time he has poking 
fun at tho follies of his day. He does 
not, I think, mind very much the 
thunderbolts that are hurled in his 
direction by the men and 
move­ 
ments that are hit by his arrows; 
but I think he must miss the love 
and esteem that nations give to all 
sorts of servants except their satir­ 
ists. 
I have just been reading Amtel’s 
Journal again—one of those golden 
and glorious books you do not read 
and store away, but a book you live 
with for a lifetime, returning to It 
again and again as to an Inexhaust­ 
ible source of stimulation and de­ 
light. I find Amlel saying this about 
the satirist: 
“Irrepressible mischief, indefatig­ 
able elasticity, a power of lumin­ 
ous mockery, delight In the perpet­ 
ual discharge of Innumerable a r­ 
rows from an inexhaustible quiver, 
the unquenchable laughter of some 
little earth-born demon, perpetual 
gayety”—all these we find In the 
satirist 
"Folly, conceit, foppery, silliness, 
affectation, hypocrisy, attitudinis­ 
ing, and pedantry of all shades and 
In all forms, everything th at poses, 
prances, bridles, 
struts, 
bedlsens 
and plumes itself; everything that 
takes itself seriously, and tries to 
impose itself on mankind"—all these 


are targets at which the satirist 
lets fly hie arrows 
of laughing 
mockery or angry derision. 
The satirist Ie the one working 
man In the world who needs never 
worry that his raw materials will 
run out, for as Amlel puts It, "an 
alderman’s feast of folly Ie served 
up to him in perpetuity.1* 
Three Ie no need trying to etop 
the satirist by trytng to satirise 
him; a nation can never beat its 
satirists at their own game, because, 
in Antlers phrasing, "the spirit of 
satire braves retaliations and re­ 
prisals because Itself is 
a 
mere 
flash, a bodiless and magical noth­ 
ing." 
* 
The satirist Is only a half-man; 
he Is clever without being creative; 
and while a nation cannot afford 
to lose its clever men, 
It seems 
never to love them, seems never to 
esteem them, as it seems to love 
and esteem Its creative men. 
Amiel suggests that ten clever 
men are not worth one man of tal­ 
e n t nor ten men of talent worth 
on* man of g en iu s....feeling Is 
more than cleverness, 
reason 
Is 
worth as much as feeling, and con­ 
science has It over reason 
Clev­ 
erness Is serviceable 
for 
every­ 
thing, sufficient for nothing." 
Perhaps we should honor the sat­ 
irist for the sacrifies he makes, for, 
after all, his service Ie Indispen­ 
sible.

Despite the thousands of uses to 
which rubber is applied, tho rubber 
Industry Is yet in Its Infancy, or at 
least in Its swaddling clothes, ac­ 
cording to George Platt, local dis­ 
tributer of Goodrich tires. In re­ 
counting some of tho newer and 
rather startling uses of rubber, 
Platt tells of a new process of ce­ 
menting rubber to iron and wood.

“At Goodrich they Invented a pro­ 
cess, known as the ‘vulcalock’ pro­ 
cess in which rubber is welded to 
wood and Iron or other material in 
a manner that makes it almost im­ 
possible to break the J&nt. A few 
inches square of rubber was ce­ 
mented to steel with this process 
and the combined weight of two 
men failed to break the joint, by 
swinging on the rubber attached to 
the steel block. 
"Virtually the same achievement 
is accomplished in the process by 
which Goodrich tires are vulcan­ 
ised."

FOR H A Y S 
ARE OUTLINED 


The new state wide organization 
for the promotion of safety on the 
highways 
is expected 
to 
reduce 
California's heavy annual toll in 
the future, according to announce­ 
ment by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, 
The new or­ 
ganization was effected at a con­ 
ference held In Sacramento and 
was attended by representatives of 
every group in the state having 
interest in public safety. 
A definite program has been out­ 
lined for bringing about legislation 
and practices designed to improve 
the existing conditions. 
Among th# 
activities planned are included th* 
following: 
To obtain uniform traffic regula­ 
tion*. 
To obtain a uniform interpreta­ 
tion of traffic laws. 
To obtain a uniform schedule of 
fines and penalties. 
To obtain centralization of con­ 
trol and adequate training of traf­ 
fic officers. 
To co-ordinate the administration 
and 
enforcement of traffic 
laws 
among municipalities of the state. 
A uniform and state-wide pro­ 
gram for educating school children 
to the dangers of modern traffic. 
A continuous program of adult 
education embracing both motor­ 
ists and pedestrians. 
Senator Arthur A. Breed, presi­ 
dent pro tem of the state senate 
and author of the California motor 
vehicle code, was elected chairman 
of the new organization, which will 
he known as the California Com­ 
mittee on Public Safety. 
Edward 
D. Lyman, vice president of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. was named vice chairman, 
as was Mrs. R. L Cardiff, presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
California 
Parent- 
Teacher association. 
A board of governors to consist 
of one representative from each of

Course taken by the mounted hunt - 
ers. In some recent hunts thts pro­ 
cession of motor-cars has been aa 
much as a mile long. 
The hunters complain that 
the 
odor of the gasoline exhaust of the 
cars deadens the sensitiveness of 
the noses of the hounds and makes 
them lose the scent of the fox. They 
also complain that frequently the 
wily fox suddenly cuts across roads 
through the stream of motor traf­ 
fic with the result

Whoa 
tho car has gone IOO miles, each 
cross link bas come Into contact 
with hard p a v e m e n t or Ice 68,8 8 0 
times. 
Add to this pounding the strain* 
of braking, starting and pulling, gad 
little more may be expected of 
chains. 
In return for this hard usage tha 
chains take their revenge out ortho 
Urea, force the engine 
to 
work 
harder and may even rip holes into 
the fenders. 
This is, of course, lf tho driver 
is careless about them. 
s e e 
Proper attachment of chains and 
careful driving will afford tho moot 
possible benefit out of them and tho 
least possible harm to tires, engine 
or other parts of tho cor. 
In the first 
place, tho 
chains 
must be put on loosely to allow 
them to work their way around Mw 
tires. If they ore tight they will stay 
In one position cutting Into the cas­ 
ings and causing tiro trouble. A 
little play will cause oven wear on 
the tires all around. 
The chains, however, must not ho 
too loose or they will rattle against 
tho fenders when tho oar lo going 
and will brook easily. Furthermore, 
constant tapping of a chain on tho 
same spot will eventually wear a 
neat hole there. 


Because of tho modern hard 
pavements, it Is advisable to keep 
chaine «m tho tiros only when neces­ 
sary. Chains on dry pavsmsnts are 
harmful to tho tiros, make riding 
uncomfortable, are a strain on the 
engine and wear out faster.

culture, who had an exhibit at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau federation In 
Chicago this week. 
The exhibit 
shows the principal causes of fires 
on farms and the results of en­ 
gineering research into their pre­ 
vention as carried on in the bu­ 
reau of chemistry and soils. 
Farm fires are also responsible 
for an average loss of about 3500 
lives 
each 
year. 
The 
principal 
causes of farm fires and damage 
as compiled by the engineers are 
as fellows: 
Spontaneous lngintion 
of agricultural products, #30,000,- 
000 annually: 
lightning. $21,600.- 
000; defective chimneys and flues 
#20,125,000; sparks on combustible 
roofs, #S,#50,000; careless use aru 
storage of gasoline and kerosene, 
#8,650,000; defective heating equip­ 
ment, $8,375,000; and faulty wiring 
and Improper use of electrical ap­ 
pliances, #1,225,000.

PASADENA, Dec. 15.—American 
farmers, as a whole, m ust hold a 
national agricultural conference,for 
the purpose of agreeing upon an 
adequate and workable plan of farm 
re lic t E. Clemens Horst, prominent 
San Francisco 
agriculturist 
and 
shipper, declared before the sixth 
western divisional meeting of 
the 
Chamber of Commerce of the U nit 
ed States recently. 
H orst said th at hts viewpoints 
were presented as those of a farm er 
aa his investm ents and occupation 
are devoted entirely to the ow ner 
ship and operation of farm lands 
and the direct marketing of his own 
and other farm ers' products in the 
United States and throughout the 
world. 
"Unless such a session Is prom pt­ 
ly held,’* H orst declared, “there I» 
no hope of adequate 
farm 
relief, 
either at the present regular ses­ 
sion of Congress or at the promised 
special session next March, even 
with the friendliness shown by Con­ 
gress and especially 
by 
H erbert 
Hoover, in his promise of a special 
session of Congress to be devoted 
to farm relief.” 
H orst pointed out th a t w ith the 
many crops grown in 
the United 
States, each entailing heavy Invest­ 
ment, entirely different views of re­ 
lief existed. 
He 
emphasized 
the 
necessity of a broad movement to 
reach a common ground and 
ex­ 
pressed the belief this could be ac­ 
complished a t the type of confer­ 
ence he proposed. 
"The conference," he said, "should 
be strictly non-partisan In politics; 
it should be representative of all 
America's 
Im portant 
agricultural 
products, livestock and anim al pro­ 
ducts and of all geographical sec­ 
tions of the United States. It should 
Include representatives 
of 
every 
plan of farm relief in which any 
substantial numbers 
of 
farm ers 
have faith. 
Delegates a t such a conference, 
according to H orst, would readily 
ae# there la one common ground on 
which all American farm ers depend 
—the number of 
acres 
of 
farm 
lands th at can profitably- be 
em ­ 
ployed for our home m arkets and 
for exports a t a profit 
over 
the 
American cost of production. 
H orst declared th at the confer­ 
ence should be attended by "dirt" 
farm ers and not by so-called lead­ 
ers “who merely deal w ith farm ­ 
ers." 
'The 
farm ers’ of 
the 
United 
States," the speaker 
said, 
“m ust 
learn to mind their own business if 
any of them hope to continua to 
have any business to 
mind 
and 
they m ust learn to reconcile differ­ 
ences in farm relief plans of d iffe r­ 
ent im portant groups of farmers. 
In closing H orst suggested 
th at 
the United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce report to Congress, 
to the 
farm ers and to the public “that 
there Is farm distress so serious 
th at It cannot be overcome by half­ 
way m easures of relief." 
He also urged th at the chamber 
recommend to the farm ers th at at 
the earliest possible date a farm ­ 
ers’ conference be held a t which all

A carload of 4-H club members 
from Orange county visited the 
Third Christmas Week Stock’show 
at the Loa Angeles Union Stock 
yards to inspect the entries Mid to 
watch the junior Judging teams in 
action. 
Although primarily Inter­ 
ested In hogs, the cattle and horse 
entries were gone over with much 
interest 
A girls* Judging team was In the 
ring and won third honors. 
This Is the first year that breed­ 
ing stock has been shown at the 
Christmas Week show, and tbs In­ 
clusion of these entries proved to 
be very much worth while, and re­ 
sulted In probably the best exhibit 
of fat stock ever exhibited In South­ 
ern California, according to report 
At any rata many exceptionally fine 
animals representing all the leading 
breeds of beef, swine, and sheep 
were exhibited, nad proved of great 
educational value to those attend­ 
ing the show. 
One of the curiosities was a group 
of shaap entries by a 4-H boy, who 
ralsea them ta his father’s orangs 
grove. 
Each year the alce of this 
purebred flock has been Increased 
with profit all around, since the 
boy raises his sheep and the fath­ 
er pays for the fertiliser produced, 
which is reported to be of suffi­ 
cient quantity to materially affect 
the orchard. 
An entry of a small carload of 
Brahma atsara attracted all comers 
by their unusual appearance. Cow­ 
boys tried to rids them in the af­ 
ternoon rodeo without much suc­ 
cess.

The aeries of orchard heating 
meetings which

The subject of heating citrus 
trees to avoid frost damage In­ 
volves many problems such as the 
recording to orchard tem peratures 
with thermometers, types of heat­ 
ing equipment to use, kind of fuel 
and other phases of the subject 
as outlined by Floyd Young of 
the U. S. w eather bureau. 
Young stressed particularly the 
proper regulation 
of 
heaters 
to 
secure long life w ith the heating 
equipment and also to obtain a 
high efficiency from the fuel. The 
larger and

responsible oil 
companies are now selling a fuel 
oil 
especially 
prepared 
for 
or 
chard heating, he said. 
This oil 
usually has less than five per cent 
paraffin, contains no w ater

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WASHINGTON. Dec. IS.—In the 
last eight years the farm popula­ 
tion of this country has had a net 
shrinkage of 8,281,000 persons. 
Since 1922, an average of 2,000,000 
people have left the farm for the 
city every year. Simultaneously, be­ 
tween 1,000,000 and 1,400,000 people 
have moved annually from the city 
to the farm. After allowing for the 
increase In farm births over deaths, 
which partially 
counteracts 
this 
loss, It is seen th at the farm s an ­ 
nually lose about 400,000 people a 
year. 
These figures, taken 
from 
the 
annual report of Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Jardine, would seem to 
paint a rather gloomy picture. But, 
unexpectedly enough, the secretary 
dives into this mass of 
statistics 
and emerges with an item -that is 
far more encouraging. 
Shows Decrease 
This migration from the farm s is 
slowing up rapidly. In 1927 the net 
loss of the farm s was only 192,000 
—by far the sm allest figure for any 
of the eight years under. Secretary 
Jardine Is so encouraged th at he 
says: 
“Some relative loss of population 
from tho country to the town is ap ­ 
parently a normal characteristic of 
our agriculture by reason 
of the 
comparatively high natural rate of 
increase In the country and because 
of the progressive substitution of 
mechanical power for man pow er.. 
Continuance of present tendencies 
in the movement of farm population 
m ay bring us within a few years to 
a point at which the annual loss will 
not exceed the proportion necessary 
to allow for draining off the excess 
in natural increase and for the drop 
in labor requirem ents." 
In Ssvaral Classas 
People moving away from farms, 
Secretary Jardine finds, can be di­ 
vided into 
several 
classes. 
The 
largest Is the stream of young peo­ 
ple who are “going to tho city to 
look for a job." Then there is a 
group of older people looking for 
some pursuit th at will pay better or 
be more congenial than agriculture; 
a 
fair sprinkling of prosperous 
adults retiring to town to live on 
their savings, and a small 
group 
forced to leave agriculture through 
the disabilities of ago. 
Ot 
these 
groups, the most Im portant num er­ 
ically and socially is the group of 
young people. 
Young Leave Farms 
The young, says Secretary Jar­ 
dine, leave the farms for two rea­ 
sons. 
In the 
first 
place, 
more 
children are bern and 
raised 
on 
farm than can find a place In farm 
life. Under 
the 
best 
conditions 
many must migrate to the cities for 
the simple reason that there Isn’t 
room for the 
country. 
Secondly, 
many young people do not take to 
farm life. City 
employments 
ap­ 
peals to them more than farm life, 
and this fact, says the secretary, 
“is not necessarily 
evidence 
that 
farming is without attractions for 
those adapted to it." 
More Than One Type 
The secretary pointe out that the 
city man often makes the mistake 
of assuming 
that there 
Is 
only 
one type of farm and only one type 
of farmer. On 
the 
contrary, 
he 
says. conditions vary so greatly that 
"no single formula can be invented 
for the solution 
of 
farm 
prob­ 
lems.

Leat year a group of l l walnut 
groves that averaged 2414 pounds 
of nuts pw acre showed a cost c 
89.19 per acre for cultivation. O.i 
the other hand. cultivation of . 
group of eight groves which pre. 
duced an average of only HOO *' 
pounds per acre cost $11.19 pi 
acre. 
In the survey last year there 
was no correlation 
between the 
amount of cultivation and Increas­ 
ed yield or improved quality of 
nuts. 
Quito the reverse seemed 
to ho true. 
There seemed to he a 
relation between increased cultiva­ 
tion and lower and poor water 
penetration which resulted la less 
moisture being available to the 
trees. 
This year the survey has bosn 
enlarged, not In number of grow­ 
ers but in details covered. A com­ 
parison of amounts of Irrigation 
w atw used during the past two 
seasons will be one of the featurea 
Also, a comparison of groves grow­ 
ing on different types of soil will 
bo attempted.

The officials’ plan. 
sponsored

freebooting, rollicking scramble of 
the old days when every fumble was 
a free balk The Thorp idea made 
the exception, to wit, that lateral 
pass fumbles remain dead balls at 
the point of recovery. 
The difference here can be trac­ 
ed to personal outlook. The officials 
don’t care who wins the 
football 
game or how it is won. The rules 
committee, having several coaches 
among its members, care almost 
poignantly. 
Its "dead ball" plan 
for 
every 
fumble has the endorsement of al­ 
most every coach, Glenn W arner be­ 
ing a particular advocate 
of 
the 
plan. Its object, perforce, Is to re ­ 
duce to a minimum the chances of 
an inferior team fluking out a vic­ 
tory on one break of the game. As 
for the free ball, the committee has 
been glowering at this phase of the 
sport as the years roll onward. 
It 
Is conceived to be a menace to life 
and limb and a few other unim ­ 
portant things like that. 
Argue On Goal Posts 
The goal posts’ position on the 
end tone has had its proponent and 
opponent orators in 
about

From first to last, Dempsey has 
been a participant in ring episodes 
In whioh his success or failure de 
pended on the judgment of the 
third man within the ropes.

at Toledo after he had cut t 
giant Willard 
to 
ribbons, Jack 
might easily have been disquali­ 
fied for leaving the ring at the 
end of the first round. 
Thoro was the never-to-be-for­ 
gotten first round at 
the 
Polo 
Grounds, four ysars later, when 
Luis 
Angel 
Firpo 
drove 
him 
through the ropes and out of the 
ring, and when Dempsey came 
back to stand over his foe and 
hack him down repeatedly.

aa screamed that Dempsey had de­ 
liberately fouled his o pponent.

N infant American sport has reached its majority, 
Game* 
and with the award of the 1932 Olympic 
to the United States, the international scene is shift­ 
ing in winter sports. 
The Olympic ski-jump in 1932 at Lake Placid, 
one of the winter sports capitals of America, will mark the cul­ 
mination of a period of American development that has been 
going on only about 30 years. 
A sound basis having been laid for skiing and skating as 
competitive sports, it only remains for the stimulus derived from 
the carping Olympic meet to secure recognition for America in 
international circles. 
, 
The Scandinavians early established their supremacy rn the 
winter sports world. 
W ith them skiing is the national pastime, 
and has in their land been utilized for centuries as a means of 
travel. 
.

In past Olympic competitions Americans have been eminently 
successful against the continentals in the skating events, and even 
in the minor events like bob-sledding. 
But we have not entered 
a single American-born ski runner or jumper who was capable of 
competing with the Scandinavians. 
It was only with the selection of Charles Proctor of Dart­ 
mouth College aS' a member of die 1928 Olympic team at St.

)R 30 years Norwegian immigrants to the U . S. have 
brought with them their skis and love of winter sports.

language at our championship meets. 
And even today the 
supremacy of Lars Haugen ana Rolf Monsen in the skiing world 
is unquestioned. 
It is true that the greatest percentage of Scandinavian cham­ 
pions have become naturalized Americans. But the fact remains 
that their superior technique was due to early training in their 
homeland. 
Therefore it is a good indication of progress to note the in­ 
creasing number of American-born winners who have emerged 
from the development which bas taken place in the schools and 
colleges and outing clubs of America. 
The carnival idea popularized the sport, and placed it on a 
social plane. 
The outing clubs developed technique and skill. 
Individuals contributed valuable trophies, leading to improve­ 
ment in competition. 
The winter sports governing bodies exer­ 
cised a benevolent dictatorship as in tennis, golf, and baseball. 
Many who went at first as onlookers found themselves suc­ 
cumbing happily to the lure of the game. 
Their number grew 
annually. 
That is the secret of winter sports. 
It is the spirit 
of general participation.

Eddie Murphy, Irving Jaffee, O ’Neil 
Farrell. Charles Jewtraw— these are names 
which have made history on the ice. 
These greyhound streaks have for so long 
slithered existing American records that their 
superiority at present is little questioned. Ameri­ 
can Olympic skating teams have for years been 
the big guns of international competitions. 
In 1928 Jaffee won the 10,000-meter event 
at St. Moritz, only to be deprived of his crown 
by a cancellation of the race. 
The Olympic 
laurels which fell to the veteran Thunberg of 
Norway in the dashes are going to rest uneasily 
four years hence when the young crop of Ameri­ 
can stars has reached its maturity. 
For it is in the skating world that American de­ 
velopment has been most rapid. 
In the women's figure skating event, Beatrix Loughran of 
New York is the undisputed American champion. 
In the part 
two Olympic competitions she has won second and third places 
respectively. Her title was recently held by Miss Cecil Eustace- 
Smith of Canada, who also captured the fancy skating crown of 
her own country. 
Miss Eustace-Smith is still one of the clever­ 
est woman skaters in the world and is always dangerous in 
competition. 
The United States won second place in the 1928 Olympic 
winter sports events largely through the score piled up by those 
expatriates. John Heaton and William Fiske, in the bob sleigh 
events. 
Heaton, at present a resident of Paris, in his skeleton 
called “ Hell” took second place in the single event. 
John Fiske 
and his brother won the team combination with their sled termed 
“Satan.” 


N the intercollegiate world the progress of winter sports has 
been phenomenal. 
Originating at Dartmouth College with 
the first winter sports carnival in 1911, college competition in 
the eastern tier of states has become keen and active. The leader­ 
ship of the Intercollegiate Winter Sports Union has led to offi­ 
cial supervision of outdoor winter athletics. 
College Week was inaugurated at Lake Placid Club during 
the Christmas holidays seven years ago. 
The competitive meet 
became annual, and the award of the President Harding trophy 
has become symbolic of the intercollegiate team championship. 
Dartmouth won in 1921-22-23; Williams rn 1924; New 
Hampshire and Wisconsin tied, in 1925. 
In 1926 New 
Hampshire won again. 
In 1927 there was no award of the 
trophy, but Wisconsin was far and away the winner. 
It is in the competition for the Marshal Foch trophy for ski 
jumping that collegiate interest centers during the Christmas holi­ 
days. 
It is the most brilliant event of college competition. 
It 
draws the most colorful crowd of the season to the Adiiondack 
resort. 
Dog-sled racing is an innovation on the winter sports programs 
in the east, and is already a feature in Canada. Ice boat races, 
skijoring competitions, airplane gliding— these are sports which 
are yet in their infancy, but will soon be regularly carded.

Kearney and 300 regular cavalry on a halidom overland 
march to Santa Fe, in what it now New M ane*. Tim match, 
successfully carried through against long odds, was considered 
at the time one of the great exploits of the war. Buckner was 
then 18 years old. 
The little force, some 1200 strong, started from Fort Leaven­ 
w o rth . Ken., following the Santa Fa trail. 
It reached Santa 
Fe after a hard march, and encountered a strong detachment 
of Mexicans outside the town. Cold weather had come and 
Buckner recalls that before the battle they had to build bonfires 
to warm their hands so that they could urn their t r i m tinters. 
Sweeping the enemy out of New Mexico Doniphan and his 
men established themselves ia Santa Fa whÜe Kearney and his 
300 regulars marched on to California. 
They reached San 
Diego and helped materially in crushing the isolated Mexican 
army detachments between there and San Francisco. 


A FEW months later Doniphan and his men marched eolith 
into old Mexico, eventually whipping ft gorgeously-ap- 
parelled brigade of Mexican», who wore blue trousers, qreen 
coats faced with scarlet, and brass-bound hats, aid setting 
Chihuahua. In the 15 months that they saw service Doniphan’! 
men marched 3500 miles. 
After the war ended Buckner went roving for a time. He 
went to California in the gold rush of *49, failed to teftb • 
fortune, came back to Missouri, bought a herd of 4000 cattle 
end drove them overland to San Francisco, where he sold them. 
Then he returned to Pari», Mo., entered business with the pro­ 
ceeds of this venture, and later became a highly successful 
banker. 
He retired in 1912. but is still healthy, activa and 
happy. 
He secured a substitute to serve for him in the Cml War 
because his sympathy wert with the South. 
Owen T. Edgar was IS years old when he enlisted fat the 
navy for Mexican War remet. That was in 1846 and dm 
place of his enlistment was Philadelphia, his birthplace. 
He served as seaman on the frigate Potomac, participated in 
the siege of Vera Cruz and joined the forces of Gen. Winfield 
Scott in his attack on Manteo City. 
Edgar stayed in the navy until 1850, when he settled hi 
Washington, D. G Poor health, the result of ikkn— in­ 
curred in Mexico, kept him out «f the Civil War. Ha Metred 
government service, and for yean was connected with the Bu* 
teau of Engraving and Printing. K l health has failed meatily, 
and he is now practically helpless.

Here, after a stiff battle, the Americans 
won, but found their advance toward the Mexican capital baited 
by an all but impassable stretch of desert. 
A good part of Taylor’s troops were then withdrawn to be­ 
come part of the army of Gen. Winfield Scott, who laid siege 
to Vera Cruz, which was promptly taken. 
Next Scott advanced to Cerro Gordo, wrested the place from 
the Mexicans and marched to Puebla, where die Americans 
took a three months* rest while unsuccessful peace negotiations 
were carried on. 
With the failure of the parley, Scott made for Mexico City 
and was Bart at Churubusco by Santa Anna, who was in a very 
strong position. A two days battle of extreme sharpness fol­ 
lowed and Scott drove the Mexicans back to the outskirts of 
their capital only after he had lost a tenth of his men.
